was lodged in the Newport jail, across 
the river from .this city, where he 
will be held pending a decision, of the 
various legal points arising out of his 
transfer from state to federal jurisdic- 
tion. 


He had no sooner entered Newport 


Jail with his attendants than Mayor 
August Hetnibold, democrat, accompan- 
ied by Chief of Police Deputy and sev- 
eral policemen appeared o nthe scene 
and demanded that Jailor Ben Plae- 
ger, republican, put Powers in an or- 
dinary cell and not in the one pre- 
pared for him. 


Mayor and Police Ugly. 


Mayor Helmbold and his staff were 


demonstrative from the start, and it 
is claimed that Chief of Police Dep- 
uty drew a. revolver and pointed It in 
the face of .Tailor Plaeger, but did not 
pull the trigger. Jailor Plaeger and 
his assistants, Wilson and Davis, and 
a bystander resented, the actions of 
the mayor and policemen, and blows 
were struck.

During the five years Powers has 


been .in prison he has been tried four 
times and sentenced to death three 
times, but as he" walked into the jail 
he expressed- hope of bis ultimate ac- 
quittal of the charge entered against 
him.

charged with conspiracy to murder 
William Goebel :'to be convicted and 
sentenced to death.

STIRRED UP FUSS 


PRESIDENT OF STATE BOARD OF 


CONTROL IS EXCITED. 


RESENTS THE TRUTHS TOLD 


.Tries to Belittle the Former Superin- 


tendent Because He Places the 


Blame in Right Place. 


That the statements of C. R. Sho- 


•walter, the retiring superintendent of 
the state school lor blind, hurt is 'evi- 
denced by the communication which 


. appears 'in the two Milwaukee morn- 


ing papers signed by Gustav Ktujster- 
mann. of Green Bay, president of the 
state board of control. 
Mr. Kuester- 


mann goes at length Into his explan- 
ation as to how he happened to buy 
beer for members of the musical club 
of the Blind Institute in Milwaukee, 
comments on 
boiled 
eggs 
being 


thrown away and finding rotten pota- 
toes at the 'school storeroom, tries 
to belittle • Mr. She-waiter by. poking 
fun at him and winds up by making 
a complete ass of himself. Mr. Sho- 
walter's 'statement, clear-cut and de- 
cisive has hurt the state board. 
It 


were -better they had Jcept quiet rath- 
er than try to answer charges which 
were made relative' to cost of' living 
and other items which Mr. Kuester- 
mann stums, in the following article 
the board knows nothing about. 


Sees the Article 


-Mr. Sfiowalter returned from a bus- 


iness trip 'to Chicago last night and 
when shown the Kuestermann article 
this morning -simply reiterated 
his 


statement published a few days ago. 
Relative to the denial of .Kuestermann 
as to-the-board's demanding that the 
food -supply be kept within, a pro ratio 
cost for the number of "inmates" he 
simply referred to the letters on file 
in the Board of Control's'office* which 
would substantiate 
his 
statements. 


Referring to the visit of. the board to 


' the school after the second complaint 


of the students Mr. Showalter says 


. that three members o" the board— 


Mr. Kuestennann, Harvey Clark and 
Allan D. Conover did visit the school, 
talked with the boys, the teachers and 
matron, but that ho was not present 
at their conferences. 
They ignored 


. his ^position as superintendent and 


went over his head to make changes 


^ in conditions concerning which then 


.were no complaints. 


Surprised at Answer 


He was surprised that Mr. Kues- 


termann had not dwejt more at length 
upon the heating apparatus '• of 
the 


new green house as he had been in- 


• formed that by close figuring they 
•had, reduced' the cost of the heating 
apparatus he had appraised 
at 


thousand' dollars to some'nine hun- 
dred for a five hundred dollar build- 
ing. 
"Half truths are hard to an- 


swer" said Mr. jSlhowalter "and per- 
haps it would not be best to go into 
further details. What I stated in my 
interview published last Friday of the 
board's criticism that ,,o.ur table ex 
penses were extravagant can be sus 
tained by -letters now. • on file i-n the 
State Board of.

""Allow "me a .sufficient 'space in 
your esteemed paper to answer the 
charges, made by former Superintend 
ent Showalter against the state boarc 
of control. It has always been 
the 


rule of the board to perform its ma 
ny duties in a -conscientious manner 
and to see that the inmates of the 
several institutions and the pupils o; 
the blind and deaf schools have the 
best care in every way. 
- "Occasional attacks made upon us 
especially during the heat of the cam 
paign, were not paid tiny attention 
to, but we let the people of the state 
judge our work by the results attain 
ed. 


"Now, however,, when a maa, whom 


Ave had placed in charge of one 01 
our most important institutions, anc 
whom, in course of time we found 
•utterly unfit for the position, makes a 
number of vile 
and 
unwarranted 


statements and accusations as is con 
tained in Showalter's article, it would 
bo unjust to ourselves and to 
the 


public to remain silent. 
"Great Mistake in Keeping Showalter' 


"While with the' great and arduous 


•work resting upon our shoulders mis- 
takes are apt to be made, we have 
tried to steer clear of them as much 
as possible, but we freely acknowl- 
edge ono great -mistake made by us 
viz.: To have kept this man Showal- 
ter in office as long as we did, when 
we felt convinced that he lacked the 
interest and ability for this position. 


"Thinking that perhaps he might 


grow with the length of-service and 
in course of time become big enough 
for the position he held, was the only 
reason of continuing him in office in 
.1904. However,' it. seems as difficult 
for a man of small caliber'to change 
and widen out as it is to make a 
Steinway grand out of an old square 
.piano. 
, 


"It thus, became our duty, for the 


good of Uio institution, to dismiss 
him and look for some one who has 
the ability, education, and the good 
will to properly fill the position. 


"For a man of the former superin- 


tendent's capacity it seems quite nat- 
ural to vent his wrath in the newspa- 
pers, and try to have it appear that 
great injustice has been done to him

Explains Incident-in Milwaukee 


"In 
referring 
to 
the 
charges 


brought forth by this worthy gentle- 
man, It seems quite natural that I 
should first try to clear myself, hav- 
ng been accused of the terrible crime 
of taking the blind musicians into a 
saloon and treating them to liquor 
and cigars. 


'When five -of these' musicians; ev- 


ery one over -twenty years old; gave 
i concert at the Pabst theatre, 
I 


lappened to be in Milwaukee and not 
alone-did I urge a number o f - m y 
friends to attend, but I was in my- 
seat when the curtain rose to listen 
to the well-known,'excellent work of 
my young friends. 


'After the concert I congratulated 


them- and invited them to take some 
refreshments at (the Pabst 
theatre 


restaurant, located in the same huild- 
ng. 
I 
' 
\ . 


"As far as I can remember there 


were in the party, aside of my five 
jlind friends, the mother and sister 
of one of the musicians and our wor- 
thy former superintendent, who now 
so bitterly complains of my. leading 
"\ drunkard's life in consequence. 
Admits One or Two Boys Drank Beer 


"I can assure the good people of 


-he state that neither the .lemonade, 
:he glass of beer taken'by one or two 
of them, 'or the cigars indulged in by 
a few, have had any'bad effect, nor 
have I heard of any one leading a 
drunkard's life in, consequence. 


"I will also, in justice to the for- 


mer superintendent, say that he' did 
not drink .'anything 
stronger 
than 


lemonade. 
Whether his special tal- 


ents and accomplishments that still 
lay dormant could hfrve been aroused 
b.y some more Invigorating' drink than 
lemonade, I am unable to. say. 


"The cigars I treated to a few of 


the boys were not the first ones they 
smoked in their lives. 
While I do 


not approve of even the older boys 
smoking in the institution, I frequent- 
ly, 
in . going 
through their rooms, 


noticed that the rule established by 
the superintendent was mot lived up 
to. 
His> ''sense of smelling, perhaps 


more strongly developed than his oth- 
€jr faculties, should have led him-to 
spot the guilty parties. 


Says Showalter Furnished Cigars 
"If it is ,'true that ithe smoking 


members of the board made it diffi- 
cult to enforce his rules, he should 
not have tempted them by offering 
them cigars to smoke after meals in 
the sitting room. 
While from the 


statement of the former superintend- 
ent it.would seem thac the bad habit 
was freely indulged in by some- of 
our members, in every comer of the 
building', it is true that no one ever 
smoked in any room except the ones 
exclusively occupied tiy the superin- 
tendent and in the office. 


"Now, as 4o the gross mis-sta(te- 


ment made by the former, superin- 
tendent in connection with the food 
trouble. 
' 
• 
'• 


"The board never asked him .to re- 


duce his Tper capita.-to '.'a 
certain 


amount,'nor did they ever "express "a 
'desire to have the 'food 'change in 
quantity or quality. 
Boiled Eggs Thrown in Garbage Pail 


"It was evident, however, from the 


bills for subsistence, that there was 
a great waste somewhere. 
The writ- 


er had proof of this fact by seeing 
some 
boiled 
eggs, shelled for the 


convenience- of the pupils and re- 
maining 
untouched on their plates^ 


were thrown in the garbage pail. 


"One time, in looking 
over 
the 


storeroom, I discovered part of a bar- 
rel- of sweet potatoes completely rot- 
ted, not a. whole one remaining in 
the lot. 


"Such chaos existed in this room 


where provisions were kept that much 
time must have been wasted in find 
ing things.- 
- 
' 
• 


"When the former superintendent's 


attention was called to all these mat- 
ters he simply said that this depart- 
ment was • solely in charge of 
the 


head cook. 


"In all other Institutions the su- 


perintendents know what is going on 
in every edpaxtment, and none of 
them, would have tolerated such a 
condition of things a single day. 


Says Potatoes Twice Were Moldy 
"When 
the 
legislative committee 


paid a visit to the institution, one ol 
the members in pointing to several 
p'Hes of potatoes in the vegetable 
cellar, among which there were a lot 
of mouldy ones, remarked that to save 
the rest they should be picked over. 
While the former superintendent was 
giving orders to have this done, the 
same condition was found when 
1 


again visited, the place after a few 
weeks. 
' 
. 


"In fact every member of the leg- 


islative committee, 
after - 
looking 


through all the institutions, remark- 
ed that he was pleased with every 
qne of them, except the school for 
the blind, whose head officer did not 
•seem to be a fit man for the position. 


"When the complaint about the food 


reached our office I was in1 the east, 
taking ^uiy daughter and little grand- 
son to "the boat on which to return 
to their home,in ^Germany. Mr. Clark 
however, in my absence, immediately 
started for Janesville and talked ov- 
er matters with the superintendent, 
getting his assurance that lie would 
personally see to it that there were 
no future reasons for complaint. 


Meals Were Not Properly Prepared 
"A short time later the complaints 


were renewed, not to us-, but through 
the newspapers. All the members im- 
mediately went to 
.Tanesviiie 
and 


there made a most thorough investi- 
gation, lasting from 7 o'clock in the 
evening to nearly 2 o'clock in 
the 


Kiorning. A number of tiie complain- 
ants and all the teachers and head 
cook were called before us and it 
was made clear to the members that, 
while there- was plenty'to eat, 
the 


meals were' not properly prepared. 


"Miss Curtis, our efficient matron, 


who formerly had supervision over 
the kitchen, was again 
placed 
in 


charge of it and the complaints ceas- 
ed. 


"In the face of these 
facts 
the 


statement of the former superintend- 
ent that the board took no recogni- 
tion of the appeals made by the pu- 
pils must be branded 
a 
deliberate 


falsehood. 


When the worthy former superin- 


tendent is not an expert in any1 sin- 
glo (line, perhaps that of chicken rais- 


ing excepted, It cannot be eypected 
hat the members of our board should 
jo fully posted in every profession 
ind every branch of industry. We, 
.herefore, employed an architect who 
enjoys a good reputation to prepare 
)lans 
and 
specifications 
for 
the 


reenhouse. cold storage 
and 
the 


heating and sewer connections. 
He 


irobably made a mistake, as is now 
seen from the Showalter article, 'in 
lot consulting the superintendent and 
nafcing use of this gentleman's great 
;nowledge in the heating and plumb- 
ng line,'but it was not done and we 
must stand the consequences. ,_ 


Electricity in Place of Gasoline 
'The board is also blamed for put- 


ting in, at not a great expense, an 
electric cooking outfit in the super- 
nter.dent's kitchen. 
This was done 


to take the place of 
the 
gasoline 


stove which was considered a me- 
nace to the safety of the children and 
juilding. 
i 


"To characterize the spirit m which 


the former superintendent's 
article 


is written, no part serves better than 
those few lines- in which he insinu- 
ates that 'there is something worth 
investigating about the world's fair 
furniture. 
No matter how much of 


a lightweight, he must, from the ex- 
planation made to him and other su- 
perintendents, be able to understand 
the mutter fully, and know that no 
harm came to any one in this deal. 


To have the readers fully compre- 


hend this transaction and also to give 
the former 
superintendent 
another 


chance to catch on, I will give a full 
explanation, 
• , 


"Perhaps even the worthy Showal- 


ter knows that there was a world's 
fair at St. Louis in the year 1904. 
The state of' Wisconsin, under the 
supervision of a commission -.headed 
by Gov. Hoard, had/a special build- 
ing erected on the grounds and suit- 
ably furnished. 
The cost of the fur- 


niture, carpets, curtains, etc., 
was 


about $5,000. 


Turned Over to Board by the State 
"When the fair was over, a fe.w 


pieces of the furniture, difficult 
to 


ship, were sold'in St. Louis. 'The bal- 
ance, costing originally about $4,200, 
was sent back to Milwaukee and stor- 
ed in Gimbcl Bros.' warehouse. This, 
the property of the state of Wiscon- 
sin, was, at the suggestion of the 
commission, turned over to our board 
to be distributed among the several 
institutions. 
J' 
"So that the! commission 
could 


make a sproper entry on its books, 
an order on the state treasurer for 
$1 500, the amount agreed upon, pass- 
ed into- the hands of the commission, 
which immediately turned back ' this 
sum into the state treasury, to be 
credited to its account. 


"Is it now clear to. you,-Mr. For- 


mer Superintendent, that the state of 
Wisconsin simply sold to the state of 
Wisconsin, to be used -in the several 
state institutions, a certain lot of'fur- 
niture, the price paid for it cutting 
no figure as long as the ownership 
remained the same? 
1 "If he 'does not understand it, let 
some of his former third grade pupils 
try to explain it to. him. 
Declares.Showalter 'Sj'mpiy Runs Wild' 


"The dear man simply runs wild 


when making the statement that the 
members of the boa/d knew nothing 
about the purposes of the school or 
its 'methods of education. 
The pur- 


poses. I set forth in my catechism of 
Wisconsin ,!r.ivtit.ut!ions, 
and 
while 


perhaps a little rusty in algebra and 
geometry, I consider myself able to 
tell as to the progress made in other 
educational branches, in music and in 
the training departments.' 


"To say that I or the other mem 


bers of the board hardly ever, visited 
the class rooms is simply absurd, 
•when the teachers as well as the pu- 
pils, so dear to me, will testify that 
when at the school I took every op- 
portunity to be with the scholars ,at 
their work, at their meals and during 
their leisure hours. 
I even got up 


much earlier than usual in the morn 
ing, and long before the superintend, 
ent -arose from his slumbers, to see 
the pupils at breakfast. 


"When I have it on the best of au- 


thorltv that the superintendent, now 
•'ex,' did not visit the willow working 
department'.for weeks, it seems quite 
strange that he should accuse, the 
members of the board of not looldn; 
through every schoolroom during their 
short visits to the institution. 


"A person who is negligent in some 


of. his duties is very apt to become 
careless in • others. 
I, therefore, can- 


not help -but think that the good re- 
sults in the educational training de- 
•partments wece mainly due to our 
corps of. faithful, able and conscien 
tious teachers and uot to the suner- 
'vision exercised over them. Our board 
appreciated the efforts, of the teach- 
ers by reappointinp every one who 
was willing to continue. 


"In conclusion, I will say that the 


members of tbe board have done their 
plain duty in not continuing a man 
in office who had proved himself ut- 
terly nntfit for the position, and all 
we 'ask forgiveness for from the peo- 
ple of our good state is that we did 
not dismiss him sooner.

Convenience of pedestrians, espe- 


cially . after sundown,.. was looked aft- 
er. at the meeting of 'the City, Council 
last evening. , Aldermen stated that 
:;hey had heard, complaints that the 
foliage and limbs of shade trees hung 
so low over the walks in many places 
:hat they struck persons passing, un- 
der, while one woman in the first 
ward complained that an expensive 
hat had 
been torn from her hearl. i 


Attention was also called to Ihe fact 
that the- -arc 'lamps on the corner's! 
would give better satisfaction, light- 
ing the walks under the trees, if 
many of the low-hanging .branches 
were- removed. 


Instructions to Marshal 


The city ordinance regulating the 


trimming of shade trees say's that all 
owners or. occupants , of lands must 
see that no part of any shade-tree, 
either foliage or limb, be lower than 
ten feet from any walk. 
On motion 


it was unanimously passed that the 
City Marshal, whose duty it was to 
enforce this ordinance, be ordered to 
instruct the property-owners to com- 
ply with the regulations 
specified. 


This will mean, a great lieal of trim- 
ming in nearly^ every part of the city 
and hundreds, of property-owners will 
be affected. . 


Fifteen New Arc Lamps 


At the recommendation of the light- 


ing committee 
Alderman '

moved that three new arc lights be

no lo transact business. 


Judge Spencer gave bond in the stun j 


of $251,000 and at once undertook the j 
work'of closing up the affairs of the 
bank; 


He said that the bank has.enough 


cash on hand to pay'off all depositors 
iri full, and tliat be will ask the court 
to , empower him to pay off these 
claims on demand. 


The directors of the bank voted to 


fight the fraud order through the' 
United States courts and to file imme- 
diately an application for an injunc- 
tion to restrain tho postal authorities 
from withholding the mail of, the bank 
and of President Lewis. 


The directors also drew up resolu- 


tions 'declaring that both the fraud 
order and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to be unwarranted, unjust and' 
unnecessary.

GRUBS FOR" FISHING LINES.

Silkworm Substance Employed with 


Excell«nt Besult in Mak- 


ing- Them. 


It has been found that silkworm gut 


forms the best line for fishing purposes, 
partly on account of its great tenacity 
and partly because it is so transparent. 
Every year a sufficient number of Span- 
ish silkworm grubs are selected for this 
purpose. After they have eaten enough 
mulberry leaves, and before they begin 
to spin, they are thrown into vinegar 
for several hours. Each insect is killed, 
and the substance which the grub in che 
natural course would have spun into co- 
coon is forcibly drawn from-! the dead 
worm in a much thicker and Bhortersilk- 
en thread. The threads are then placed 
Jn pure water for about four hours tind 
afterward dipped for ten minutes in a so- 
liitio'.i (if soft soap. The fine outer skin 
rr, thus loosened, so that tbe workman 
can remove it with his hands. 
Ths 


threads must be dried In a shady place, 
and are often bleached with sulphur un- 
til they acquire the bright appearance of 
spun glass.
